From the New Haven Palladium. 

June 17, 1775, a Brittish man-of- 
war lying in the Mystic river threw 
a cannon ball at the little American 
army intrenched on Bunker Hill. 
Tne ship threw more than one ball 
but this particular one was picked 
up after the fight and saved. Day 
before yesterday at the two bun 
dred and fiftieth anniversary of the 
Boston Ancient and Honorable Ar- 
tillery Company this veritable ball 
was returned to a party of Brittish 
Artillerymen who had come over to 
help celebrate the occasion. The 
presentation was made at the din- 
ner by Col. Walker. "I hold in my 
hand," said Col. Walker, "a cannon 
ball thrown by a Brittish ship-of- 
war at the patriot army on Blinker 
Kill June 17, 1775. Through the 
kindness of Mr. Hassam, who 
gives it to this company to present 
to you, I give it to you to carry 
home as a memonto, [handing the 
cannon ball to Major Durrant amid 
hearty cheeis and applause.] It 
was thrown at us in the war. We 
give it to you in peace as a token 
of the amity which lives to-day be- 
tween our great nations, and which 
we all pray may live forever." 
There is time for wonderful changes 
iu a hundred years. It would have 
given the grizzled old fighters of 
the British war ships a queer 
feeling if they could have known 
when they "touched her off" and 
sent that ball would be handed 
back over a friendly dinner table as 
a tooen of amity and concord be- 
twkeu the two greatest and most 
enlightened powers of the earth.

TO FIGHT COWBOYS. 

Fine Prospect for a Civil War in the 

• Chickasaw Nation. 
ITrom the Macon Telegraph. 

Gainesville, Tex., June 12.— 
Some time ago cattlemen of the 
Indian lands, drove the collec- 
tor and his deputies away with vio- 
lence. The Governor was notified, 

A through him the United States 
government was notified. 

l peaceable settlement was 
attempted, but without result 
favorable to the Indians. The cow- 
boys bepan to assemble, and now 
about 500 are rendezvoued in the 
southern part of the nation. 

Governor Guy has ordered out 
the national roalitia, about 1,000 
Indians, and they are assembled 
now at Ardmoor preparatory to 
moving upon the Cowboys. Capt. 
McLish was put in command of 
them and he has orders to move on 
them at once. To-day the camp 
has been in a stir getting ready for 
'the campaign and it is expected 
that the troops will be on the march 
to-morrow. They will move cau- 
tiously, as it is feared they are not 
strong enough to combat the battle 
men who are armed with Winches- 
ters. Many of these men are citi- 
zens of the nation and it is feared 
that it is the first outbreak of a 
civil war. The srovernment troops 
at Fort Reno are prepared to take 
the field in case the Chicasaws 
cannot quell the disturbance.
